On a Possible Way for Breeders to Save Money 


HE growth of American racing in the last few 

few years has been phenomenal—so phenomenal 
that many breeders have accepted its gross increase 
as the measure of incentive for breeding more 
horses. <A closer examination of the figures might 
give pause to some of those who are planning fur- 
ther expansion. 


The American Racing Manual giving various 
statistical summaries of 1948 racing was recently 
published. It is a book for a Thoroughbred breed- 
er to have on the shelf, or rather, right down on the 
desk. It is not organized in such a way that conclu- 
sions spring full blown from its pages. But the 
raw material for making conclusions is there, and 
a few quiet evenings devoted to estimates of 
probability will be well spent, however rough the 
estimates may be. 

Take a few figures and consider their implica- 
tions, In 1948 a record total of $54,436,063 in 
stakes and purses was distributed in North Amer- 
ican racing. In 1944 racing thought it was doing 
extremely well with a distribution of $29,159,099. 
But in four years the total money in stakes and 
purses was increased by 86 per cent. 

In the same period the number of races run 
annually increased from 19,228 to 25,338—a gain 
of 32 per cent. 

These increases had their effect on owners and 
breeders. In 1944 there were 12,959 horses which 
started at least once. In 1948 a total of 20,254 
horses raced. This is an increase of 62 per cent in 
the number of starters which came into competition. 

The average money per starter in 1944 was 
$2,250; in 1948, $2,689. This is a gain of 19 per 
cent, in terms of dollars. But the 1948 average is 
lower than that for the last two previous years, 
$2,800 in 1946 and $2,829 in 1947, 

Unfortunately there is no adequate means of 
estimating the increase in the costs of maintaining 
a horse in training—or on a farm. But there is 
little question that the increase in costs is greater 
than the increase in opportunity for earnings. 

The Manual includes a list of horses, arranged 
alphabetically which earned as much as $10,000 
each in 1948. There were 919 of them, if our 
count is correct, or 4.5 per cent—about one horse 
in 22. Thus, if an owner picked a horse at random, 
the odds were 21 to 1 that he would not earn a 
total of $10,000 in the year. For this statistic there 
are no comparable data for 1944. 

One of the oldest features of the Manual—as a 
matter of fact, predating the Manual itself—is a 
list of all starters in each year, showing number of 
starts, wins, seconds, thirds, and earnings. A sample 


count from the 1948 list indicates that about 29 
per cent of the horses which raced earned as much 
as $2,689, the average for the year. For 1944, when 
the average was $2,250, almost exactly the same 
percentage reached the average. 


From these samples one can estimate that the 
odds against any random horse earning the year’s 
average are slightly higher than 7 to 3, Since the 
average represents, very roughly, the minimum cost 
of maintaining a horse in training, it will be seen 
that more than seven horses out of 10 fail to 
produce their maintenance cost, without taking 
account of the cost of breeding and rearing. 

It is clear enough, considering only the eco- 
nomic aspects of the problem, that the chance of 
earning a profit on a horse in training is no better 
than it was four years earlier. Yet from 1944 to 
1948 there was a 47 per cent increase in the number 
of foals registered with The Jockey Club—from 
5,650 to 8,305. 

Most of this increase has taken place within 
the last two years. In 1946 there were 6,579 foals. 
These were the 2-year-olds which began racing in 
1948. Since 1946 there has been a 26 per cent in- 
crease in the number of registrations, without the 
slightest prospect of a comparable increase in de- 
mand for racing material. 

There is nothing unhealthy in this situation, 
except for the breeders who have jumped to the 
conclusion that the odds have altered in their 
favor in the last few years by reason of the gross 
increase in gross money available. Actually pro- 
duction is now running well ahead of demand, by 
at least 2,000 foals a year. 

The buyer’s advantage is further increased by 
the fact that the American racing secretary assumes 
the claiming race to be indispensable. Races are 
now being written with claiming prices up to 
$15,000 and $20,000. Mr. Lincoln Plaut, in dis- 
cussing the ratings he and his staff made for the 
Yardstick, told a member of the Thoroughbred 
Club (C. A. Kenney) that, in the 3-year-old and 
3-year-old and up divisions, he would have been 
in the upper claiming brackets if he had gone a 
pound or so lower in his weights. In other words, 
about 98 per cent of the horses which come into 
competition on this continent are regarded by the 
racing secretaries as selling platers, actual or po- 
tential. Even with high purses it will be impossible 
for the yearling market to thrive under such 
conditions. 

Under these conditions, a breeder can almost 
certainly save money by retiring from breeding 
such mares as do not have better than average 
credentials.

General Stud Book Was Changed 
To Admit New Australian Data 


During my long illness of the past 
winter a considerable stack of corre- 
spondence accumulated. Some of the let- 
ters, I regret to say, still remain unan- 
swered. But there was one, airmailed 
from London under date of December 15, 
which should be published here in full 
since it includes important additions to 
the considerable array of material already 
given in regard to the story of Spaewife, 
one of the ancestors of *Shannon 2nd. 
There are also notes on Manto, an ances- 
tor of Bull Lea, etc., as well as of *Shan- 
non 2nd. 


The letter is from Bernard J. O’Sulli- 
van, associated with the British Blood- 
stock Agency and editor of that organi- 
zation’s excellent annual publication, the 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review. It demon- 
strates that the General Stud Book in 
England accepted the results of research 
incorporated into the Australian Stud 
Book, and modified its own records ac- 
cordingly. 

In this connection it is pertinent to 
note that the American stud book author- 
ity (The Jockey Club) has preferred to 
accept the early volumes as they were 
first published, and has declined to take 
advantage of later research, which has 
turned up numerous corrections and ad- 
ditions. especially in the pre-Revolution- 
ary period. The Australian book, on the 
other hand, several amended 
earlier insertions, and its results were 
finally accepted by the publishers of the 
General Stud Book. (This observation is 
not meant to imply that The Jockey Club 
in New York was wrong in its decision 
not to revise, but is set down simply to 
indicate the difference in procedure.)

I have spent some considerable time on looking 
up the Racing Calendars, General and Australian 
Stud Books, in connection with Spaewife, Cutty 
Sark and Fortune-teller. 

Dealing first of all with your notes in the 
November 6, 1948, issue of Tue Broop-Horse: it 
appears that Mr. Marshall Cassidy, executive sec- 
retary of the American Jockey Club, is quoted 
as saying that “The English Racing Calendar of 
1825 specifically states that a chestnut filly by 
Soothsayer, dam by Selim out of Ringtail, by 
Buzzard, was shipped to New South Wales and 
subsequently named Spaewife, and that the age 
of the filly was three years (which was the age 
of Spaewife in 1825) .. .” 

I am at a loss to know why this should be 
regarded as additional evidence of the true pedi- 
gree of Spaewife, for on turning up my own 
volume 3 of the General Stud Book, Fifth Edition, 
published in 1932, there is to be seen, under 
Ringtai) (page 166), an asterisk against her pro-

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duce of 1814, which was a bay filly by Selim. 
The footnote this asterisk reads: ‘This 
mare or a sister had in 1822 ch. f. by Soothsayer 
which was sent to N. S. Wales in 25 and there 
called Spaewife.”

According to this reference, Ringtail had her 
first foal in 1806 and her last in 1824. There is 
no accounting given of seven of the intervening 
There is no mention of another filly by 
Selim out of Risgtail which might have been the 
the 1822 filly by Soothsayer.

I have looked up all the Selim mares in the 
appendixes of the various volumes, but cannot find 
one out of Ringtail with any produce. 
Whilst IT am dealing with the stud record of 
Ringtail as conveyed by this reference to the Fifth 


Edition of Vol. 3 of the G. S. B., it is worth 
noting, in respect of your comments in THE 
Broop-Horsrt ot January 10, 1948, page 88, that 


there is a dagger against her produce of 1922 b. c. 
Emigrant. by Pioneer. The dagger indicates that 
“EMIGRANT was imported to N. S. Wales by 
Capt. Rous in 1828.” 


My conclusions are that the researches on the 


part of the authorities of the Australian Stud Book 
into the pedigrees of Spaewife, Cutty Sark and 
Fortune-teller had their repercussions in Cavendish 
Square, and the new findings were incorporated in 
the Fifth Edition of Vol. 3 of the G. S. B. This 
Fifth Edition was, as I have said, published in 
1932, only sixteen years ago, and it does not seem 
to have been necessary to consult the 1825 Volume 
of the Racing Calendar to verify the true pedigree 
of Spaewife. For your information, the index to 
that volume (page 515) has the following entry: 


“HARRISON, MR. J.—Ch. f. by Soothsayer, dam 
by Selim, out of Ringtail, 44—sent to New 
South Wales.” 


There is no mention of “Spaewife’—for the 
good reason that Spaewife was named in Australia, 
but the G. S. B. itself does say that this filly was 
afterwards named Spaewife in Australia, and we 
do net need to be told which is the higher refer- 
ence. IT cannot understand why the Racing Calen- 
dar has been brought into the matter at all. The 
G. S. B. reference “This mare or a sister .. .” 
reduces the issue to one of two (?) mares being 
the dam of the Soothsayer filly, which, I respect- 
fully maintain, is sufficient authentication consid- 
ering the more doubtful pedigrees which were ac- 
cepted at that time and which have since been 
perpetuated. 


My searches of the Racing Calendar of those 
pertinent years brought me in contact with For- 
tune-teller, by Soothsayer. On page 202 of the 
Fifth Edition of Vol. 3 of the G. S. B. already 
referred to, Fortune-teller is given as the 1820 
produce of Streamlet, by Rubens. A note to 
Streamlet says that she “bred some foals in the 
stud of Baron Biel, in Germany, where she died 
in 1830. Fortune-teller was sent to New South 
Wales in 26, but died on the voyage.” The dif- 
ference between this footnote and the note to 
Streamlet in the First Edition of Vol. 3, published 
in 1827, lies ‘n the addition of the words “but 
died on the voyage.” I suggest that here again 
the Australian inquiries had their effect, culminat- 
ing in the removal of Fortune-teller from the 
Spuewife tangle. 


With reference to Manto in the pedigree of 
Shannon (THe Broop-Horse, Jan. 10, 1948, page 
88), the Australian Stud Book appears to print 
as much addenda and errata in her case as it does 
in the cases of Spaewife, Cutty Sark and Fortune- 
teller. Vol. I (p. 199) gives her as foaled in 
1817, by Soothsayer out of Sister to Lynceus, by 
Buzzard. Vol. IT her as foaled in 1822. 
Vol. LE (p. 318) says that “Manto (imp.) was 
not out of the Sister to Lynceus (John of Paris’ 
dam), foaled in 1802. She is not entered in the 
English Stud Book, but was bred by Dick Goodis- 
son, and was probably out of one of the Sisters 
to Lynceus foaled in 1800 and 1803. She was 
imported to N. S. W. by Mr. Icely in 1825.” 

Vol. I was published in 1878, Vol. IL in 1882 
Vol. IIT in 1885. 

In the Fourth Edition of Vol. 2 of the General 
Stud Book (page 27) there is given the stud rec- 
ord of a Buzzard Mare (sister to Lynceus), bred 
by Mr. in 1802, her dam, Rose, by 
Sweetbriar, out of Merliton, by Snap. Her foal

of 1813 was a chestnut colt “Dick Goodisson” 
(atterwards John of Paris), by Dick Andrews. 
Against her produce of 1817 (a chestnut filly 


“Jenny Sutton,” by Soothsayer, bred by Mr. 
Goodisson), there is an asterisk. The correspond: 
ing the effect that “It was erro 
neously stated in the last edition that this mare 
was sent to New South Wales, and there called 
Manto: but Manto must have been out of one of 
the other sisters to Lynceus.” This Fourth Edition 


of Vol. 2, G. S. B. was published in 1892. 


So far so good. The G. S. B. agrees with the 
A. S. B. on the anonymity of Manto. There is 0 
further mention of Manto in the A. S. B. until 


footnote is to 
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the publication of Vol. VI in 1897. The following 
is the note printed on page 540 of that volume: 

“MANTO (imp.). The filly bred in 1817 by 
Mr. Goodisson, by Soothsayer from Sister to 
Lynceus (foaled in 1802), by Buzzard, entered 
in the English Stud Book, Vol. II, was after- 
wards named Jenny Sutton, was at the stud in 
England, and died there in 1840. As Manto has 
been mistaken for this mare, these particulars 
are given to avoid confusion in future. Manto was 
foaled in 1822, by Soothsayer from Sister to Lyn- 
ceus (foaled in 1802, John of Paris’ dam), by 
Buzzard. She was bred by Dick Goodisson, but 
her foaling is not entered in the English Stud 
Book. She was imported to New South Wales 
early in 1825 by Mr. T. Icely, in foal to Young 
Grasshopper (by Grasshopper from Red _ Rose’s 
dam, by Sorcerer or Agonistes). She dropped 
a filly (Cornelia) by him a few days after landing 
in New South Wales.” 


As far as Manto is concerned the only safe 
conclusion to my mind is that between 1892 
(when Vol. 2, G. S. B. 4th Edition, was pub- 
lished) and 1897 (when Vol. 6, A. S. B. was pro- 
duced), the Australian Stud Book authorities dis- 
covered some further information about the pro- 
duce of the Buzzard Mare (sister to Lynceus, 
foaled in 1802) in 1822 which was unknown to 
the compilers of the General Stud Book. The 
latter should surely have had some definite in- 
formation which led them to say in the fourth 
edition of Vol. 2 in 1892, that Manto must have 
been out of one of the other sisters to Lynceus. 


All this is of academic interest at this late 
stage. That the subject of Manto was still in 
the minds of the Australian Stud Book compilers 
is shown by the note on page 884, Volume XII, 
published in 1919. This says that: 


“MANTO (imp.): Research by Mr. Alex. Wilson 
of Sydney, N. S. W., draws attention, firstly to 
Sydney Gazette of 26th. December, 1825, record- 
ing the arrival in Port Jackson from England, 
24th. December, 1825, of the brig Columbia, hav- 
ing on board Mr. Thos. Icely and (inter alia) one 
blood mare; secondly to Howe’s Almanac, 1827 
(events occurring in 1826), recording ‘Mr. Icely’s 
thoroughbred mare Manto imported per Columbia, 
dropped a fine bay foal, being the first thorough- 
bred animal thus produced in the Colony, April 
29... The foal referred to was evidently Cornelia.” 


It is a pity, but just now I have no time to 
turn up the Racing Calendars for 1823, ’24 and 
25 to see if a filly by Soothsayer, dam (sister 
to Lynceus) by Buzzard, was sent to New South 
Wales. Should such a reference ever be found 
then there would be no doubt at all of Manto’s 
ancestry. Or would there? 


IT hope you find these details as 
as IT have found them in the looking up.

With reference to the first paragraph 
of Mr. O’Sullivan’s letter, I am grateful 
to him for pointing out the major error 
in estimating the average-earnings index 
of sires in 1947 English and Irish rac- 
ing. In order to make the necessary ad- 
justment in the figures. each sire’s rating 
will have to be multiplied by .69245. For 
instance. Windsor Slipper. which 
at the top of the list of sires with as 
many as 20 starters. was given a rating 
of 6.286, which is slightly higher than 
that for Bull Lea in America in the same 
year. The rating. if multiplied by .69245. 
is brought down to 4.353.

If you turn to the American Stud Book 
you find that Disillusioned is a brown 
mare, foaled in 1935, by Brooms—Rock 
Emerald, by Trap Rock—*Star Emerald, 
by Sunstar. But wait. Disillusioned pro- 
duced only one foal which lived, and the 
mare died in 1941. Obviously she is not 
the dam of this 1949 winner named Re- 
jected. 


A search through the Bloodstock Breed- 
ers Review brings out the further infor- 
mation that the dam of Rejected is a 
daughter of the English sire Coronach. 
Somewhere a further search probably 
would turn up her dam, and establish the 
connection with the American stud book. 


But essentially the continuity is bro- 
ken. insofar as the official records show. 
The excellent Half-Bred Stud Book for- 
merly published in England has been dis- 
continued. The ancestry of Disillusioned 
Why? U.S. 
A. pedigree untraced, they say. As a 
matter of more immediate fact. it is the 
British part of the pedigree which is un- 
traced. 

This business of so-called untraced 


pedigrees is getting more troublesome as 
it goes along. The sooner the English

Last year, when Nell K. won the Astarita 
Stakes, her owner and trainer, James 
Norris and John B. Partridge, respectively, 
said she was foaled at Mr. Norris’s Spring 
Hill Farm at Paris, Ky. Then the Spring 
Hill farm manager, Thomas Blake, said 
she was foaled at Fair Oaks Farm, Fair 
Oaks, Ind. The TRA’s pamphlet, “Two- 
year-olds of 1948,” states unequivocally 
that she was foaled at Fair Oaks, Illinois. 
About all a cautious man can be sure of 
is that she is not eligible to California- 
bred races. 

The question, perhaps, is less where she 
came from than where she’s going. She 
ran a couple of times in Florida last win- 
ter, winning an overnight quite hand- 
somely in 1:1115. and losing the Jasmine 
Stakes to Green Baize, which inconsider- 
ately ran the same distance in 1:10%5. 
Last week she smothered the field of the 
Prioress Stakes with a strong run around 
the turn, and though Doug Dodson had 
to keep after her in the last sixteenth, 
she won by nearly a length. She had only 
116 pounds up, but nothing in the race 
had more, and some of them had less. 

She’s a daughter of Crowfoot, which is 
in turn a son of Blue Larkspur, and a 
good thing for him, too. It was explained 
to me last year that he was too big and 
lumbering to train, but the records show 
that he got to the post 15 times. He ran 
twice at two and was once third. At three 
he won two of 13 starts and was third— 
a spot he seemed to like—five times. 
This record does not exactly glisten, but 
he was put in the stud because of his 
pedigree, and at least he’s got a nice filly 
to show for it. 


PASSWORD. People at Jamaica spent 
the last two days of last week going 
around to other people and saying, 
“What'd you think of Capot’s race?” 
People who didn’t were considered queer. 
The general opinion was that Capot’s race 
was very good indeed. He was set a 
terrific task, going against seasoned older 
sprinters and giving them weight by the 
scale. He finished five lengths behind 
Buzfuz. but he beat Energetic, which had 
run Rippey to a length in the Paumonok. 
When you consider that it was his first 
start of the year, and that Buzfuz popped 
down the six furlongs in 1:1144 over a 
rather dead track, you've got to give Capot 
a good mark. 

He didn’t need to be beaten five lengths, 


He went up inside, to second 
place, at the three-sixteenths pole, and 
Ted Atkinson let him have a couple of 
good ones. He gained a little, but not 
enough, and Atkinson sensibly settled 
down to save second place without trying 
to push the colt all out. Then he worked 
out seven furlongs in 1:2744. 

A few days earlier Greentree had fired 
what I suppose is its second gun when 
Wine List, a Questionnaire colt which is 
unbeaten in three starts, laughed home 
nine lengths in front of four others. Prob- 
ably he didn’t beat very much, but he 
showed a very high order of speed. 

Now it can be pretty well conceded 
that nothing is going to gallop along be- 
hind Olympia and then run him down in 
the stretch. Let him make his pace alone 
in front and he’s about in. But with Wine 
List to go out with him, and Capot to come 
along later, Greentree has a very good 
chance at a horse which perhaps neither 
Capot nor Wine List could beat alone. 
It’s semething for Ivan Parke to think of. 


WELCOME. A visitor who had been 


long absent and greatly missed was wel- 


comed at Jamaica on Saturday. This was 
the Three-Million-Dollar Day. There 
hadn’t been one in New York since the 
Empire Gold Cup was run at Belmont 
last October 16, and there hadn’t been 
one at Jamaica since last May 15, a date 
on which the connoisseurs of the Turf had 
gone to Pimlico to see the Preakness, leav- 
ing room for horseplayers at Jamaica. 
Possibly a few handbooks were included 
in the connoisseurs. 


Even at that, neither attendance nor 
handle were as large as on the correspond- 
ing day last year, and the weather can 
hardly be blamed, either, for last Saturday 
was clear, though a bit nippy. Last sea- 
son’s card was better, for the winners in- 
cluded Mystery Lady, Miss Request, My 
Request, and *Lord Grillo, among others, 
but there’s a question as to how much 
difference this makes on a Saturday which 
has one good feature anyway. 


CASUALTIES. A friend of mine who 
watches these things remarked last week 
that the taxi strike in New York had 
just about ruined the little sidewalk 
books.

“Miche Shows Some Promise; 
Expansion at Hollywood Park 


Los ANGELES 

While everyone at Golden Gate Fields 

has been wondering out loud how any 

horse is going to beat Dinner Gong this 

spring. Mrs. John Payson Adams _ has 

come up with a Thoroughbred that might 
do it. 


His name is *Miche. He is a swift 
gray colt frem the Argentine, and it 
might be a good idea to keep a sharp 
eye on him. Before long you may see 
*Miche matching Dinner Gong stride for 
stride down the stretch in such races as 
the $50,000 Golden Gate Handicap, the 
$100.000-added Gold Cup at Hollywood 
Park. and the $25,000 Del Mar Handicap. 
The Argentine colt looks like he can’t 
miss becoming a top-notcher. 


As these lines were written, *Miche had 
started six times and won five races. Near- 
ing the close of the Santa Anita season 
he turned in a perfect sizzler. Under 118 
pounds, giving weight to all comers, 
*Miche won easily by 31% lengths from a 
allowance field, with Eric (The 
Red) Guerin saving a lot of speed he 
never had to use. *Miche came off a 
:4535 half to run the six furlongs in 1:10 
and gsllop out the seven panels in 1:23. 

On opening day at Golden Gate Fields, 
*Miche shouldered 120 pounds and 
stretched out to a mile for the first time 
to win the St. Patrick’s Day Purse. The 
inaugural crowd of 16,486, well aware by 
now that here was a colt of fine possi- 
bilities, sent him to the post a prohibitive 
favorite. *Miche raced greenly, managed 
to get himself in trouble at the start and 
again on the backstretch, but was good 
enough to win, anyway. ‘Trainer Eddie 
Hayward plans a sterner test for him 
next time. 

So far, Hayward has been extremely 
cautious where he runs the colt. In our 
country, *Miche must campaign as a 
4-vear-old, but according to the South 
American way of figuring a horse’s age he 
is, because of a difference in breeding 
seasons, a 3-year-old. It was just about 
a year ago that Mrs. Adams imported 
him from the Argentine. He is by Michel 
out of Pura Suerte, by Solsticio. The 
gray colt has a long way to go yet to 
reach the top, but he looks like the best 
long-range prospect we have to offer as 
a challenger for Dinner Gong.

On Trust appears to have grown weary 
chasing the top-notchers under high 


weight. Conditions must be perfect for 
Stepfather, never a sound horse, to whip 
a colt like Dinner Gong. Autocrat must 
have an ideal track—heavy and sticky— 
and not too much weight. Solidarity is 
several cuts from being a really top race 
horse. 


*Miche may not come along fast 
enough to give Dinner Gong much of an 
argument in the $50,000 Golden Gate 
Handicap, but he should be ready to give 
Abe (Murphy) Hirschberg’s consistent 
and swift son of Eight Thirty a real bat- 
tle in the Hollywood Gold Cup this sum- 
mer. It will be interesting to see how 
the colorful South American develops. 


Hayward has done remarkably well 
with Mrs. Adams’ stable. Besides * Miche. 
he has another top contender for handicap 
honors in Grandpere, which looks as 
though he is slowly regaining the form 
that made him the finest 2-year-old of his 
season in California. 


Grandpere should not be judged off his 
eastern races last year, which included a 
very thorough beating by Citation in the 
Kentucky Derby. Some months before 
the race, he had been operated upon for 
an abscess, and was rushed in his train- 
ing for the “run for the roses.” He is a 
better horse than he showed all last year, 
and is beginning to prove it now. 

Zack Addington’s Cover Up, a spectac- 
ular winner of the Hollywood Gold Cup 
two years ago, looked a great deal like 
his old self in winning the first stakes 
of the season, the $10,000-added Pacific 
Handicap, at six furlongs. It was Cover 
Up’s first victory since his enforced lay- 
off, and his first stakes triumph since he 
followed up his Gold Cup triumph with 
a victory in the Sunset Handicap. 


The 6-year-old chestnut by *Alibhai—~ 


*Bel Amour 3rd, by *Beau Pere, was 
operated upon for a wind affliction from 
which he had suffered ever since his fly- 
ing trip from Del Mar to Chicago in the 
summer of 1947, 


INCREASES. With Thoroughbreds 
such as * Miche, Grandpere, and Cover Up 
holding the enthusiasm of the fans, Gold- 
en Gate Fields was off to a grand start. 
For the first eight days of the meeting, 
attendance shot up 30 per cent over last 
fall and the wagering was up 25 per cent. 
The figures provided a lift to all Califor- 
nia race tracks, which were preparing for 


101 
the worst after the sharp decline last win- 
ter at Santa Anita. 

During the first eight days, attendance 
at Golden Gate Fields averaged 14,063 
compared to an average of 10,700 last 
fall. The handle averaged $768,293, 
compared to an average last fall of $739,- 
942 for the first eight days of racing. 


Oscar Otis, columnist for the Daily Rac- 
ing Form, gave all credit for the increase 
to patronage from the East Bay. Oscar 
reasoned that when Golden Gate Fields 
first opened, the track was almost com- 
pletely dependent upon Turf fans from 
San Francisco. Interest in racing is now 
just as keen in Oakland, Berkeley, and 
environs. 


EXPANSION. Hollywood Park, which 
opens May 17, immediately after the close 
of Golden Gate Fields, has just convert- 
ed blueprints into actual improvements at 
a cost of $1,100,000. All the money has 
gone into making the customers more 
comfortable. 


The stands have been lengthened 352 
feet, making it possible to add 7.250 new 
seats. Total length of the stands now is 
1.203 feet, and there are 19,171 seats un- 
der cover. Al Wesson has added up a 
lot of figures, and if his arithmetic is 
correct Hollywood Park is now the sec- 
ond-largest 1ace track in the country, 
topped only by Churchill Downs. He 
points out they have been adding onto 
the rambling Downs ever since Aristides, 
the little red horse, won the first Derby 
in 1875. 


Anyway, counting the spectator seats 
and club house chairs on the terraces, and 
the benches in the paddock gardens, Hol- 
lywood Park now has room for 27,421 
persons to sit down and unlax while giv- 
ing their all to improve the breed. On 
all but 12 or 15 big days this summer, 
there will be seats enough for all. On 
those days, however, it still will be a 
good idea to get out to the track early 
if your arches are allergic to standing up 
all afternoon. 


MAH MAHAL DESTROYED 
Mah Mahal, dam of *Mahmoud, Pher- 


ozshah, Golden Fawn (very successful 
racer in India), and three other winners, 
and also granddam of Migoli, was de- 
stroyed recently in Ireland. Foaled in 
1928, she was by Gainsborough out of 
Mumtaz Mahal, by The Tetrarch, and 
carried American blood through Ameri- 
cus, sire of her third dam. She was a 
winner and placed in stakes.

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STAKES & HORSES 


Olympia and Arcaro Join Up; 
Pedigree Wins a Preliminary 


Net results of the two Experimental 
Handicaps run at Jamaica seem to be 
that Olympia has got the money and the 
others the experience. 


The Fred W. Hooper colt won the six- 
furlong section, on April 8, by eight 
lengths. On last Saturday. April 9. in 
the mile-and-a-sixteenth division. he won 
by seven lengths over opposition which 
was less effective, if anything. than it had 
been a week before. Model Cadet was 
second, as he had been in the shorter 
version of the race. Stone Age, which 
had passed up the preamble, was third.

Detroit Plans 
Are Outlined 


Plans for the 80-day meeting to be 
held by the Michigan Racing Association 
at the Detroit Fair Grounds this year 
{May 13-August 13) are proceeding 
rapidly. it is reported by E. E. Dale Shaf- 
fer, president. And studies for the new 
track to be built by the MRA for future 
race meetings will be completed soon. 
Construction probably will begin within 
six weeks or so. 


The stakes program for the 1949 meet- 
ing has been announced. It totals 30 fea- 
ture races, with added money amounting 
to $460.000. Listed are races for 3-year- 
olds, 3-year-olds and upward, 2-year-olds. 
and fillies and mares. Two highweight 
handicaps are included, as are four races 
over the infield turf course. There also 
is a claiming stakes. 

Racing secretary Charles McLennan 
will not be restricted in his handicap 
weights by a ceiling. Mr. Shaffer stated. 
He will be given free rein to make ihe 
top weight as high as he sees fit. The 
words “stakes” and “handicap” will not 
be used in the names of the races.

The Michigan Racing Association pro- 
perty is a rectangular tract containing 
about 300 acres. It is located on the 
Schoolcraft, Middlebelt, and _ Inkster 
roads, and is served by the Pere Mar- 
quette railroad. It is about a 32-minute 
automobile drive from the center of De- 
troit, and is easily accessible from the 
residential sections. Parking space will 
be available for 10.781 automobiles. 

Plans call for a mile track, with chutes 
for six-furlong and 114-mile races. The 
grandstand and club house will accom- 
modate 10,000 spectators, and are being 
constructed so that additions may be 
built in the future. The terrace along 
the outside rail will provide room for 
25.000 or 30.000 spectators, Mr. Shaffer 
said. It will be arranged so that persons 
of average height will have a good view 
of the horses. The grandstand will be 
set at an angle, for greater visibility for 
the patrons. 

A 10-acre park in the rear of the stand 
will include a saddling ring with terraced 
sides, so race-goers may see the horses. 
An indoor paddock will be located under 
the grandstand for use in rainy weather. 
Administrative offices, jockey quarters, 
and so on will be on a mezzanine floor 
of the stand, out of the way of specta- 


tors. 


the 


Aisleways in the stand will be of 
“dropped” type, so that persons 
standing in the aisle will not be able 
to block the view of those seated. Res. 
taurant facilities will be available for club 
house and grandstand patrons, and a sun 
deck with tables will open from the see- 
ond level of the stand for grandstand 
customers. The finish line will be ap. 
proximately between the club house and 
grandstand sections. 

In the stabling area will be 60 barns 
with 20 stalls each, plus second-story liy- 
ing quarters for grooms and_ exercise 
boys. Lavatories, showers, recreation 
quarters, a kitchen, a baseball diamond, 
and eventually, a swimming pool, will be 
installed for backstretch workers. 

The barns will be of cement block 
construction, with either wood or a newly 
developed plywood material partway up 
along the sides. They will be as fireproof 
as possible. “And in any case,” Mr. Shaf- 
fer added, “the concrete construction will 
isolate a fire, and keep it from spreading.” 

The racing strip will be 98 feet wide, 
and the turns will be well banked. The 
clay soil at the site is said to be well 
adapted for mixing with sand and other 
material to produce a fast and safe track. 
A half-mile trotting track will be con- 
structed in the centerfield. Harness races 
will finish on the main course. 

Necessary repairs to the stable and 
grandstand at the Fair Grounds course 
are being made for this year’s racing. 
Stall applications have been received for 
many more horses than can be accom- 
modated at the track, Mr. Shaffer said, 
but as many representative stables as pos- 
sible will be received. Dixiana. the King 
Ranch, Calumet Farm, Mrs. E. H. Augus- 
tus. Sylvester W. Labrot, J. A. Goodwin, 
Henry Forrest, Harry Trotsek, P. L. Gris- 
som, the Bomar Stable, Dearborn Stable, 
J. A. Kinard, and Coldstream are among 
the outfits which will race there this sum- 
mer. A five-hour vanning schedule be- 
tween Detroit and Chicago will permit 
horses in both localities to be shipped 
from track to track for stakes engage- 
ments.

Efforts will be made to obtain the mem- 
bership of groups of Thoroughbred owners 
and breeders similar to the six organiza- 
tions now represented: the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, the Kentucky Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association, the Ohio 
Valley Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion, the Thoroughbred Club of Tennes- 
see, the Wyoming Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, and the Maryland Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association. 

Plans for public relations and legisla- 
tive programs also were discussed.

BOOK REVIEW 


THE KENTUCKY DERBY, DIAMOND JUBILEE, 
1875-1949. Compiled and edited by George B. 
Leach. Published under auspices of Churchill 
Downs. Distributed by Dial Press, N. Y. 192 
pp. $5. 

As everyone knows who has occasion 
to do research on Thoroughbred horse 
racing. definitive books on the sport are 
rare. Many of the available publications 
do not give complete information even on 
narrow fields. and many of them are over- 
priced. On these two counts alone, The 
Kentucky Derby, would be unique. be- 
cause it gives full information about the 
74 Derbys which were run from 1875 
through 1948, and it is modestly priced, 

The 192-page volume was compiled 
and edited by George B. (Brownie) 
Leach, Churchill Downs publicity direc- 
tor, who spent more than a year on its 
production. The art work was intelligently 


handled by Louis J. Frederick. 


The book presents in chronological or- 
der the various runnings of the Derby, 
which scarcely needs identification as 
America’s No. 1 horse race. Each Derby 
accounts includes a chart and description 
of the race. and a photo and the pedigree 
of the winner. his tabulated racing rec- 
ord, a list of his other principal victories. 
and so on. 

Anecdotes about the horses, their sires 
and dams, their breeders and owners and 
riders are included, supplementing the 
bare statistics and presenting the human 
side of the Turf. 

On the page facing the account of each 
race an illustrated news commentary 
on the year, which ties the various re- 
newals of the Derby into the economic and 
cultural story of the U. S. as it has un- 
folded since 1875. 

Offset printing has produced a_ clean 
and readable text. Color is used to good 
advantage throughout. Air views of the 
track are presented on the end papers.
